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confirm Dr. 7*#g’s. Since the Leaves have been explicated, we have 
obferv’d the Sycamore after fever.il frofty nights to bleed afrefh in the 
morning, foon after Sun-rifing, when it had ceafed feveral da yes before: 
1 hough this rnuft not be underitoodof all Sycamores, but of fome on¬ 
ly that are more fenlibleand obfervant of the Weather. 

April $ I. and 4 th. all the Sycamores quite eeafed. 

1 he $tb. being after a white froli, they began to bleed about 8 a clock, 
and ceafed towards noon. 

'1 he 9 th, 1 zth, 1 $th, 1 5 th they bled again. 

The 10 th, 1 ith, 14th were not obferved. 

This 16th they bled not, it being rainy, and the Sun not fhining. 

From the Obiervations we have hitherto made, we think it may be 
certainly inferr'd, that a morning-fun after a froft will make all the 
Bleeding Tribe bleed afrefh, though they had before ceafed*, and that 
this new bleeding towards the latter end of the feafon commonly cesfeth 
before iftSihfiag. Pollibiy fome may bleed after a froft, yet further in the 
Summer. 

I obferved iaft year in Aagufi a copious and fpontaneous exudation, 
very like bleeding, of a vifeous yellow Juice out of the buds of a black 
Poplar. Our walnut-txzts bleed here in January. 

The Starre-fi(h, in thelaft Trar.faQions, is the Stella arborefeens Ron- 
deletii p. 1 ax. firft deferibed by him, and fince by other Natura- 
lifts. 

There is no fuch dwarf- 0 ^ in Old England, growing wild, as wasfent 
you out of New-England, nor in any ocher Country, where we have 
been, unlefs it be the Ilex coccifera , which is a low fhrub, bearing large 
Acorns, and hath a prickly leaf like Holly, if it prove that, it will be a 
lucriferous difeovery. -- Midleton in Warmick^fhire April 16. 1670.

I N this Hiflory the Author affirms to have digefted both what ha.h 
been deliver d of Cor As , and what himfelf hath obfefv’d and try d 
of that curious product of Nature , taken notice of by the Poet, 
4. Mttam. 

Sic & Coralium , quo primum contigit auras 
Tempore , durefcit, mollis fnit herba fub midis. 

Which affirmation this Author looks upon as poetical indeed and fictitious, 
aflerting, that Coral is originally a Mineral, and a kind of precious 
Stone, Corals being no berries petrified , but pieces filed off and turnd , 
from the trunck, round and poliflit. 

His opinion therefore is, that Coral is form’d out of a glutinous Juy ce, 
which being turn d into Stone by a fair, abounding in it, rifeth up in the 
form of a Shrub , the fait being the caufe, that rmketh Plants fpread into 
branches. 

The places of the produ&ion of Coral he names to be, the Red Sea 
(where they are darkifh,/ the PerJianGulf , the Sicilian and Neapolitan 
fhore. Some of them are Red, others White, others Blackifli. 

To this Accompt he annexes various Preparations made of them; asal- 
fo divers Solutions, of which he delivers one as an excellent diflolvent 
both of Corals and Pearls, made of very well redifi’d fpirit of Salt, dige- 
fted, and freed of its Corrofivenefs, and then mixt with good fpirit of 
Wine difiill d and bronght over the Alembic. May-Dew is alfomuch 
commended by him for a fit Menflruum , if the fpirits diftill’d from it be 
joyn'd with its own Salt. 

He treats alfoof the Magifleries, Extrad, Oyl,Tinfture, Quintef- 
fence, Flowers; as alfo of the Vertues of Corals, and of the way of making 
factitious ones-
